at Conference 

Mexico to Get Plea for Cut 

in Export Tax 


Pledges of the two American mem- 
bers of the International Fisheries 
Commission to appeal for 6 reduc- 
tion of Mexico's 690 export tax to 
$15 were met by promises of 100 per 
cent co-operation and conformity to 
regulations of both countries by 
representatives of 3000 fishermen, 
canners and wholesalers at the haer- 
bor yesterday. 

The “love feast” was held et the 
commission's new Offices in the Con- 
nor Building in San Pedro in the 
forenoon, before Commissioners 
Thomas O'Malley, director of the 


United States Bureau of Fisheries, 
and N. B. Scofield. head of Commer- 
cial fisheries for the California Fish 
and Game Commission. The two 
then went into executive session 
with J. E. Leon, representing the 
Mexican commissioners, who will car- 
ry the request to the Mexican son- 
ernment. 

The joint commission will meet 
again in Mexico City in late Novem- 
ber, when the request is expected to

CHEERING MESSAUE 

Mr. O'Malley also gave cheering 
reassurance to the local representa- 
tives that there appeared nothing in 
the recent American-Mexican fsher- 
les treaty subjecting American boats 
to Mexican jurisdiction outside the 
three-mile limit.
